Which Formerly Kaletl France, 


T-he heraldic device of the Bourbons 


of France was called fleur-de-lis, from 
the fancy that it represented three 
flowers of the white lily, as in England 
it was called flower-de-luce, on the hy- 
pothesis that it was a representation of 
the white iris. Uut the fleur-de-lis is 
not, properly speaking, a lily, nor even 
n flower. The resemblance to a Irly is 
very remote-, even if you call the lily a 
conventional one. Some historians hold 
that it is the figure of a reed in blossom, 
used instead of a scepter at tho procla- 
mntionof the Prankish Icings. 
Others, 


with 
more 
likelihood, insist that 


it is neither a 
reed, a lily, nor 


any other member of the floral fam- 
ily, but 
the extremity of the fran- 


cisqnc, a kind of javelin anciently used 
in France. 
A 'fatal objection to any 


purely French origin of the symbol is 
that it was cnrly an ornament, of scep- 
ters, robes and seals, not only of the 
Merovingian, but 
of Creek, lioman, 


Spanish and English kings, and a sym- 
bol etr.yloyed by many noble families of 
the twelfth anil thirteenth centuries. 
It is also said that it occurs very per- 
fectly sculptured in head dresses of 
Egyptian sphinxes. The n»e of the 
fleur-de-lis as a symbol of royalty in 
France can not be traced further back 
than the twelfth century. 


There are many complicated legends 


as to the origin of the flear-de-lis. One 
of the prettiest tells how an aged her- 
mit in the reijao of good King Clovis 
caw one night a miraculous light 
stream into hi* cell and an angel 
appear to him, bearing, an azure 
shield, on which were emblazoned 
three golden lilies that shone like 
stars. The celestial visitor commanded 
the hermit to give the shield to the 
pious Clothilde. B; her it was pre- 
sented to her newly-converted hu- 
band, who discarded in its faror the 
three black toads which had hitherto 
been his device. As a result the armies 
of OUvis were victorious over all his 
enemies. 


Another legend, which probably has 


a subfttratum of historical fact, tells 
how the fleur-de-lis is corrupted from 
fleur-de-lace, which, in turn, came from 
fleur-de-Louis. 
In A. D. 1137 Lonis 


VII., setting ont on a crusade, chose 
UM aoryie iris as his aeraWic emblem. 


Thn« It became Uw 
(Ixmis flower), which was first con 
traeted info flower-de-luce anH after 
ward Jnto fleur-de-lis* or lily flower, al- 
though it h&N no affinity with the lily. 
The ir)» is- still ealted the neiir-dr-tin in 
the French provinces. It is said thr.t 
after »certain battle fought by t'>»e 
enisadcrs their white banner was fci<i»d 
to be covered wSth tlre»e tovrers.

fleur-de-lis; but the number wa* re- 
duce* to three in the rei(n» of Charles 
VI., about thy year t3Sl. The latter 
monarch is also said to have- added the 
supporters to the French arm* in con-

It 
was proscribed during the reign-of ter- 
ror, and hundreds of persons found 
wearing it were condemned to dcatli: ! 
Wherever it was conspicuously seen in 
public works ii was effaced by popular 
fury. 
Napoleon substituted the bee in: 


its stead (some historians toll us-that 
it was-three bces,-.and not three toads,, 
which Clovis originally bore on his. 
shield), but this emblem has given way 
before the violet, which is the imperial- 
ist flower of to-day.—Chicago Times..

The- most interesting and eiirions 


sight of the holiday season in Naples in 
the I'rwsepia. 
A J'rasepinra is a life- 


sized representation of tho nativity, or 
Christ in the manger at Itethlehcm. 
The one in the church called Santa 
Maria in 1'orto is the finest in the city 
and occupies nearly half one side of the 
church. 
In this representation there 


are several houses, or, rather, arches 
with doors at which people are sfcuul- 
ing. The manger is always placed near 
the center of the secno. The blessed 
virgin mother is generally robed in 
blue satin, with crimson scarf and 
white head dress. Joseph is never very 
conspicuous, though he stands behind 
the virgin attired in a handsome work- 
ing dress of the period. 


The holy Christ-child—il santo bam- 


bino-lies in a rich cradle, with, linen 
covering. • 


The magi, borne by their 
black- 


slaves, are very prominent in their 
grand clothes, jeweled turbans, and 
satin tunics covered with jewelry, rep- 
resenting handsome royalties in the 
prime of life and strength. 
One of 


them is always black in complexion 
and the others a rich brown, much 
darker than the average Italian. They 
all kncul reverently to do homage and 
make their costly offerings. 


More 
attendants, and 
sometimes 


horses ami mules, are behind iu the 
distance, with raiment and various ac- 
cessories of WMith and position; also 
any number of bright, 
picturesque 


peasants carrying presents of vegeta- 
bles, fruits, Rhcep of aU'ages, and even 
dogs. 


All these figures are life-size and of 


brown painted wood, extremely well 
carved, full of expression, feeling and 
action. There are footpaths, trees and 
flowers in all directions, making the 
scene wonderfully realistic. 
A goodly 


number of flying angels, suspended by 
invisible wires, are hovering above the 
holy group. 


Last year in the Prresapium of Santa 


Maria, in Porto there were .thirty-six 
figures, two of which represented the 
artist and his wife, the latter as a 
shepherdess .surrounded by large, woolly 
sheep. She was quite handsome and 
wore a-modern "festa" costume. The 
magi were carefully studied from pic- 
tures and were dressed in the oriental 
costume of the unchanging east. 


These I'i ;usepia are most character- 


istic in the churches frequented chiefly 
by the poor, who save their little hoard's 
of chestnuts, apples, tomatoes, ect., to 
put into the hands of their beloved 
"Santa Maria e Snnto Jtambino" as of- 
ferings. 
The poor people revel in it 


all, 
and mothers are seen holding up 


their little ragged and dirty children to 
show them these wonders.—Youth's 
Companion.

Physiologists arc agreed In consider- 


ing the huinnn muscle as a chemical 
machine which consumes some fuel and 
intnsfurras the energy of combustion 
into musenhir energy. Of course, the 
machine, in order to be ,sct to work 
must receive some sort of stimulation 
transmitted to it from the motor cen- 
ters throuyh the nerves; and if tho cen- 
tral impulses are weakened by a con- 
tinued strain, or if the fuel of the ma- 
chine itself is exhausted, fatigue or 
weariness of the muscles follows. 


It was interesting to ascertain which 


of these two causes of exhaustion has 
the greatest importance, or, at least, 
which is lirst felt, and this is the sub- 
ject of a new work by the Itnlian 
physiologist, Angulo Mosso, who is al- 
ready known in .this country for his 
researches into the temperature of the 
brain. He studied one of;,the simplest 
muscular movements, the bending of 
the median finger, provoked either by 
an net of the will or by an electric cur- 
rent, and he was struck by the remark- 
able similarity of the plii^nomena of 
fatigue in both cases. 
Whether the 


movements of the finger be provoked 
by nervous force or by clectricitv, 
fatigue is 
produced 
in both cases 


with 
such 
a 
similarity 
that 
it 


must be due to a local cause, ami 
chiefly depends ujxm sonic changes 
produced by work in the muscle itself. 
Will continues to give tho orders, but 
the machine is no more able to accom- 
plish them, cither for want of fuel or 
from having itself changed its composi- 
tion. 
True that we arc alt fiimilinr 


with muscular exhaustion which fol- 
lows mental overwork or overstrain, 
even when tin muscular work has been 
done. 
Rut AIosso shows that in such 


cases a direct stimulation of the nerves 
of tho fintrcr by electric currents also 
fails to provokethe movements, so that 
sonic change must have been produced 
n the muscle as well, probably by the 
poisonous prodn«ts of overwork of the 
brain, which are carried by blood to 
the muscle, and paralyze its activity.— 
The Nineteenth Century.
